Applicant's arguments filed Sept. 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of Claim 1 1 based 
upon Lau et al (6431719) have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant 
states that Lau is directed to a night light disposed in a housing containing AC prongs 
that mate with an AC socket. In this regard, Applicant states that Lau et al does not 
meet the claim limitation of having a "housing inserted into an electrical device." 
Instead, Lau et al teaches prongs inserted into receptacles with the housing structure 
disposed adjacent to the electrical device. Applicant is reading more into Claim 1 1 than 
is recited. The claim language recites, "a housing have a form factor conforming to the 
lamp module receptacle, the housing being configured to be inserted in the lamp 
module." The prongs of Lau et al read on the language "as conforming to the electrical 
opening" and the "housing being "configured" to be inserted in the lamp module 
receptacle". "Conforming" and "configured" are broad terms. What do they mean? 
They are being very liberally interpreted because the language hasn't been narrowed to 
state that the entire housing fits within the electrical receptacle. The lamp module 
receptacle is readable as receptacles 70 of Lau et al and the housing having a form 
factor reads on prongs 60.
